Navy Line Bill 

Delay at the Bureau of the Budget in 
acting upon the proposed Navy Depart- 
ment bill to increase the line officer 
strength is understood to be caused by

Service Pay Situation 

Congress this week agreed to abolish 
the five per cent pay cut as of April 1, 
1935 instead of waiting until July 1 as 
proposed by the President. 

To the services the adoption of the 
McCarran amendment means that be- 
ginning April 1 they will receive their 
base pay together with longevity now 
credited to them plus the five per cent 
still withheld. 


The amendment does not, however, 
safeguard against the ruling of the 
Comptroller General holding that the 


three years of the Economy bill’s regime 
did not exist as far as credit for 
longevity is concerned. The amendment

Senator Sheppard, of Texas, Chair- 
man of the Senate Military Affairs Com- 
mittee, promptly introduced the War 
Department bill.

The letter of transmittal from the 
Secretary of War reads in full as fol- 
lows:

commissioned officers of the Regular 
Army. Promotion in the Army has 


reached « stagnation which, if permitted 
to continue, will have an exceedingly 
bad effect on the morale of the commis- 
sioned personnel and upon the efficiency 
of the Service. 

“In the reorganization of the Army 
subsequent to the World War, many offi- 
cers with war service were commissioned 
permanently in the Army. This large 
influx created a ‘hump,’ with the result 
that the junior officers in that group are 
separated from those at the top by some 
4,500 files, making it possible for the 
seniors to obtain some degree of ad- 
vancement, while the juniors, many of 
them, will remain until retirement in 
the grades in which they were original- 
ly commissioned. Officers, principally 
graduates from the United States Mili- 
tary Academy, who have entered the 
Army since 1920, are now blocked and 
will continue to be retarded by the slow 
movement of the ‘hump.’ 

“Congress, as early as 1926, recognized 
the serious promotion situation confront 
ing the commissioned personnel, and at 
that time, and in successive years since, 
has considered relief bills, but without

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Newspaper Editors Comment on Matters of Interest to Army and Navy 


A number of questions of inte:est to the personnel of the armed services— 
Japanese propaganda, the outbreak of hostilities between Japanese and Chinese 
in Asia, the Nye investigation and a proposal for the creation of a new Government 
department under a Secretary of Peace—have been the subject of recent editorials. 





“China cannot whip Japan upon the field of battle and Russia is not sure,” 
states the San Diego Union. “These facts, not any quality of natural right or 
logic, account for the Japanese possession of Manchuokuo and the massing of 
Japanese troops to purge a once-Chiunese territory of ‘invading’ Chinamen. 

“But what China cannot do, and what Russia dares not try, do not constitute 
any secure title to the territory that Japan now holds. 

“Vast and troubled areas of the earth’s surface are held today by title no more 
secure than that of Japan to Manchuokuo—and in each of these areas the seeds 
of war are germinating. What China cannot do now is no permanent restriction 
upon that sleeping giant. What Russia does not yet dare try is no lasting constraint 
upon the Red republic. Instead of imposing a restriction these temporary barriers 
constitute an undeniable incentive. 

“China will eventually try again. Russia will eventually dare. 
cies are safe ‘sure-fire.’ All history authenticates them. 

“All history tends to prove the impermanence of titles held by force, and all 
history proves their danger to the possessors. ‘Territory is not mere property. 
Its populace is animate, endowed with a kind of human nature in the mass, 
reacting to stimuli in a responsive, organic fashion. Every population group bound 
by coercive arrangements to a political owner is inevitably a threat to the owner’s 
title and a menace to the owner's very existence.”

“It is impossible for any well-informed American to believe that the Japanese 
allegations of a concern for world peace and of a horror of aggressive warfare are 
made in good faith,” comments the New York Herald-Tribune. “For more than 
three years past the whole Japanese nation has either approved of or been resigned 
to the complete control of Japan’s foreign and domestic policies, including even 
her domestic budgetary policy. No nation—not even the tamest nation—can make 
this surrender to the professional militarist and hope to ive on terms of mutual 
confidence with her neighbors. Japan’s career on the Asiatic mainland during 
these three years or more is suflicient illustration of this. Her relations during 
the same period with more remote neighbors have involved her in breaches of faith 
that have brought the worth of her signature to any sort of contract into serious 
doubt.

The War Department Command Post 
Hxercise in New Jersey, held in Sep- 
tember, 1934, was most instructive with 
regard to the uses to be made of mech- 
anized cavalry in conjunction with horse 
cavalry and other units.

The reservation is large and contains a 
varied terrain. Firing of all weapons 
from moving vehicles can be conducted 
on the field artillery range and arrange- 
ments have been made for the installa- 
tion of a moving target running on 
4,000 feet of railroad track. During the 
coming year the newly organized batta- 
lion of the 68th Field Artillery, Mechan- 
ized, will permit combined training be- 
tween these two mechanized units. Ar- 
rangements have also been made for co- 
operation with the Air Corps during the 
coming year’s training, including anti- 
aireraft firing at towed targets.

Progress in Mechanization 
Ft. Knox, Ky. 


URING the two years since the or- 

ganization of the First Cavalry as 
a mechanized unit much progress has 
been made in the development of this 
new type of Cavalry. The tentative 
Tables of Organization provided when 
the reorganization took place have been 
thoroughly tested ; experiments and tests 
with both the equipment originally fur- 
nished and newer types of equipment 
have been conducted; maintenance and 
supply methods have been evolved; and 
a start has been made toward the estab- 
lishment of a tactical doctrine. 

The training during 1938 was consid- 
erably handicapped by the absence of 
many officers and enlisted men on duties 
connected with the CCC. During the 
past year greater opportunities were 
afforded the regiment including extended 
maneuvers at Fort Riley. Here the regi- 
ment functioned both with and against 
horse cavalry and was enabled to ar- 
rive at definite conclusions as to the 
tactics and organization which would be 
inost satisfactory. 

Largely as a result of these maneu- 
vers certain changes of organization are 
being tried out in the regiment at the 
present time. While several different 
changes have been suggested they are 
all based on the same idea. It was 
found at Fort Riley that the troops of 
the regiment were too highly specialized 
and that in utilizing only a part of the 
regiment it was necessary to build up a 
composite unit by detachments from the 
various troops. The changes in organ- 
ization now being made are intended to

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Vote Increase in Army Strength 

Vigorous action by the House Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee—surprising in 
many quarters at the Capitol—was 
taken at an executive meeting Thursday, 
by which the Thomason bill to increase 
the personnel strength of the Regular 
Army was adopted unanimously. The 
pill fixes “an aggregate annual average 
of fourteen thousand officers”, an in- 
crease of 2,000 over the present strength, 
and, by amendments adopted in Com- 
mittee, directs that there shall be “suffi- 
dent commissioned personnel to fill up 
completely the full authorized strength 
of the Air Corps;” also that 2,000 Re- 
serve Corps officers be given extended 
duty of one year, the estimated strength 
would be increased to 165,000 men—a 
boost of 50,000. 

This bill was sent to the legislative 
experts to be “dressed up” and presented 
in the House next Tuesday. Representa- 
tive Thomason, of Texas, its author, will 
draw the Committee report. As far as 
increase in enlisted strength is con- 
cerned, the text probably represents a 
strong sentiment among the Representa- 
tives and, perhaps, almost as much 
might be said about extensive commis- 
sioning of Reserve Officers for the Air 
Corps and for duty of one year in the 
several combatant arms. 

Representative Thomason said that 
the increases proposed would mean an 
additional annual cost of $35,000,000 for 
the Army. The question of more appro- 
priations, if the bill becomes law, must 
be considered, he added, by the Bureau 
of the Budget and by the House Appro- 
priations Committee, as the proposed 
law would be only an authorization. 
“But if the House approves of the bill”, 
Mr. Thomason continued, “and the 
Senate concurs, the attitude of the two 
legislative bodies will naturally be a 


strong influence toward getting the 
necessary funds.” 
Mr. Thomason indicated that the 


House Military Affairs Committee was 
not advised as to what President Roose- 
velt’s attitude would be toward these 
increases. 


The complete text of the bill, as ap- 
proved by the Committee, (to be altered 
by the draft experts only as to the form 
of language used) reads as follows: 


“The commissioned strength of the ac- 
tive list of the Regular Army which shall 
be maintained is hereby fixed at an ag- 
gregate annual average of fourteen 
thousand officers. The increase necessary 
to reach this strength shall be accom- 
plished in five approximately equal an- 
nual increments, but shall be fully ob- 
tained by January 1, 1940, and shall 
thereafter be maintained. The Secretary 
ot War is hereby authorized and directed 
forthwith to recruit the enlisted strength 
of the Regular Army to an aggregate 
amnual average of one hundred and 
sixty-five thousand enlisted men, exclu- 
tive of Philippine Scouts, and to main- 
tain that strength hereafter :

The Marine Corps bill to repeal Sec- 
tion 16 of the Marine Corps Personnel 
Act was reported favorably at its Friday 
morning meeting by the House Naval 
Affairs Committee. The only testimony 
heard by the committee was from Maj. 
Gen. John H. Russell, commandant of 
the corps. 

This bill now goes to the House calen- 
dar for action there.

Designed to permit Marine Corps offi- 
cers promoted under the new selection 
aet to receive the pay of the rank to 
which promoted and to retire majors 
and lieutenant colonels not selected, by 
repealing that section of the act, HR 
4016 was brought before the Naval com- 
mittee this week for hearings. General 
Russell praised the new system of pro- 
motion by selection, and asked enact- 
ment of the bill to augment the act. 

“Enactment of the * * * selection sys- 
tem,” the Commandant stated, “has, in 
my opinion, been the salvation of the 
Corps. It has given new life to it and 
the officers are now on their toes and 
there is an incentive for hard work and 
ability. I now ask and urge that you 
complete the work of last year by re- 
pealing section 16.” 

The Committee also took up the mea- 
sure to authorize the appointment of 
two officers as legally constituted as- 
sistants to the Major General Comman- 
dant, who can act in his stead during 
his absence. This bill will probably be 
reported without delay. 

General Russell in his statement on 
HR 4016 told the group that enactment 
of the measure would result in a saving 
to the Government. Not more than 16 
officers would be retired in any one year, 
he declared. 

“Section 16,” he declared, “‘was placed 
in the bill with a view of preventing 
any increased cost to the government by 
passage of the proposed legislation. 
However, when this section was pro- 
posed it was not foreseen that the Navy 
personnel legislation contained in the 
Act of May 29, 1934, would be enacted. 
This legislation extended selection down 
to include lieutenants and lieutenants, 
junior grade, and was applicable to the 
Marine Corps, extending selection to 
captains and first lieutenants. The ap- 
plication of this law to the Marine Corps 
completely changed the matter of addi- 
tional costs and its repeal will now re- 
sult in enlarged saving to the govern- 
ment. 

“The failure of the passage of this 
bill would be to materially affect the 
morale of the commissioned personnel 
of the Marine Corps by maintaining in 
certain grades officers that have been 
passed over while in other grades they 
are retired. This discrimination alone 
would be most harmful. Furthermore, 
the time may come when four-sevenths 
of the grades of lieutenant colonel and 
major may be composed of officers who

Service Nominations 


The Senate Military Affairs Commit- 
tee at its meeting Friday reported fa- 
vorably the nominations of Major Gen- 
erals Frank C. Bolles and Lytle Brown 
and Brigadier Generals J. A. Woodruff 
and Evan H. Humphrey that had been 
reported to a subcommittee for consid- 
eration. These are expected to be con- 
firmed immediately by the Senate. This 
clears up all Army nominations the 
president has sent to the Senate at the 
beginning of this session. 

The Senate has now confirmed all 
Navy and Marine nominations made by 
the President at the beginning of the 
session, except Maj. Gen. John H. Rus- 
sell, commandant, and Brig. Gen. Rich- 


ard P. Williams, both of the Marine 
Corps. The two latter have not yet 
been reported from the Senate Naval 


Affairs Committee. 

Other Army nominations, of which 
there were about 1,300, were confirmed 
by the Senate en bloc. The names were 
not printed in the Congressional Record, 
as is customary. Chairman Sheppard of 
the Military Affairs Committee said it 
would cost the Government $100 to print 
again all those nominations and it would 
serve no useful purpose. At his request 
the Senate waived the printing. 





Navy Construction Corps 

The Navy Department sent to Con- 
gress this week a proposed bill to trans- 
fer construction corps officers who have 
been on duty with the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics to the line of the Navy. Officers 
who have been engaged in aeronautical 
technical work have been on this duty 
for so long, the Department believes, 
that they are specialists without wide 
training in other phases of construction 
corps duty. It is planned that they will 
be designated for aeronautical duty only 
as extra numbers in the same way as 
engineering duty only officers are now. 





Chief of Coast Artillery 


Action is expected shortly on the ap- 
pointment of a colonel of Coast Artillery 
to succeed the late Maj. Gen. William 
F. Hase, as chief of that arm. Among 
those being prominently mentioned for 
the vacancy are Col. Harry L. Steele, 
who now holds the important post of as- 
sistant commandant of the Coast Artil- 
lery School at Ft. Monroe; Col. Arthur 
S. Conklin, now at the Third Corps Area 
headquarters; Col. Archibald H. Sun- 
derland, Col. William H. Wilson and 
Col. George T. Perkins. 





Army Appropriations 

Hearings on the annual appropriation 
bill for the Army will be closed next 
week, probably on February 6. The sub- 
committee, headed by Representative 
Parks, has been holding *two sessions 
daily in an effort to get it reported to 
the House soon. As members of the Sub- 
committee were unable to make the trip 
to West Point, as they had planned, the 
Superintendent, Maj. Gen. William D. 
Connor, came to Washington, where he 
had a hearing Monday. 











Report on Defense Aviation 

Development, and where necessary 
expansion, of service aviation “in ac- 
cordance with the current plans of the 
Army and Navy” is recommended by the 
Federal Aviation Commission in its re- 
port presented to Congress Thursday 
by President Roosevelt. 

Nearly half of the 250-page report is 
devoted to National Defense air policies 
and problems connected with procure- 
ment of service aircraft. Many of the 
recommendations may be put into effect 
administratively, but there are others 
that will require legislation. 

The commission, headed by 
Howell, was appointed by President 
Roosevelt in accordance with the Air 
Mail Act of June 12, 1984, to make an 
“immediate study and survey, and to 
report to Congress not later than Febru- 
ary 1, 1935, its recommendations of a 
broad policy covering all phases of avia- 
tion and the relation of the United 
States thereto.” 

While endorsing the current plans of 
the Army and Navy as to its personnel 
and equipment, the commission made a 
great many additional recommendations, 
particularly with reference to constantly 
seeking improvement in material and to 
the betterment of the reserve air forces 
of both services. 

With reference to procurement the 
Commission stated that there are occa- 
sions where purchase by competitive bid- 
ding is “bound to be a farce” and that 
“to meet those cases it seems to us 
essential that direct negotiation with the 
manufacturer best able to perform the 
work should be authorized.” 

Regarding National Defense the Com- 
mission not only had at its disposal the 
findings of the Baker Board with its 
more than 4,000 pages of testimony, but 
it heard 89 witnesses and took 1,000 
pages of testimony itself. 

In sizing up the state of aviation in 
the two services the report states: 

“On the side of national defense it 
has been agreed in the first place by all 
witnesses and all authorities, and it 
seems to be widely recognized by expert 
opinion in other parts of the world, that 
American naval aviation represents the 
finest adaptation of aircraft to the role 
of service as units of a fleet that the 
record of world experience can offer. 
Even the severest critics of American 
naval policy in respect of the handling 
and distribution of air forces are united 
in praise of the success of the present 
personnel in working out the operating 
problem that has been given them, and of 
the high quality of their sea-going 
equipment. 

“The situation of the Army Air Corps 
cannot be disposed of so categorically. 
It has had its serious internal problems, 
and its problems of inter-relationship 
with other branches of the Army and 
with other departments of the govern- 
ment, We have commented upon its 
status and the way in which it appears 
to be developing in much greater detail 
in another section of our report. Cer- 
tain changes in the organization of the 
Air Corps and in the manner of its 
training have appeared to be desirable 
to increase its flexibility of employment 
and to increase its readiness for the infl- 
nitely varied strains of war. For the 
professional ability of its personnel, how- 
ever, and for the qualities of most of 
its aircraft and engines, we have only 
praise. We do not believe that there is 
a finer military flying man in the world 
than the typical graduate of the Air 
Corps Training Center, and his capacities 
increase with increased Service experi- 
ence. Where the Air Corps personnel 
have appeared to fail in giving a good 
account of themselves, it has been the 
result either of inadequately varied ex- 
perience after graduation from the train- 
ing center, of an organization lacking 
in the flexibility necessary to adjust it- 
self immediately to the efficient meeting 
of emergency conditions, or of the in- 
efficiency or lack of certain special items 
of equipment.” 

The first 39 of the Commission’s 102 
recommendations are in regard to com- 
mercial air transports, miscellaneous 
civil aviation and to airports. Under 
transports the report recommends that

“In the realm of sport, commercial 
statistics show that the demand for 
clothing and equipment for equitation 
is greater now than ever before, and the 
crowds which attend the horse events 
of all kinds are larger and more enthu- 
siastic than ever before in the history 
of the world. This very gathering this 
afternoon is an evidence of that fact. 
The conclusion of this preface is that 
the horse remains today a most useful 
and interesting companion of man and 
his value increases with the passing 
years. 

“From the beginning of recorded his- 
tory, the best people and the best horses 
have always traveled together, and they 
will continue their association as far 
into the future as our present vision 
enables us to see.”

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Marine Corps Selections 


Declaring that while he was of the 
opinion that the recommendations of the 
senior Marine Corps selection board in- 
volved some injustices, it was not suffi- 
cient to justify him in calling a new 
board, Secretary of the Navy Swanson 
this week approved the findings and 
transmitted them to President Roosevelt. 

“I feel,” the Secretary sald, “that a 
selection board ought not to be super- 
seded unless it does something substan- 
tially wrong. I believe the President 
and myself are the only ones to correct 
an injustice and the only way to correct 
it would be to appoint a new board. 
After a thorough examination by me 
and an officer who looked at the record, 
I was satisfied that there was no sub- 
stantial injustice.” 

Asked if there had been objections 
raised to some of the selections, Secre- 
tary Swanson replied, “There are always 
some objections. I think they did sub- 
stantially right. I might have selected 
other people but I have no right to let 
my judgment interfere with the selec- 
tion board. If a gross injustice were 
done I feel that the President and my- 
self are the ones to correct it, but unless 
there is a substantial wrong, I think it 
ought to be approved.” 

“That was really the cause of the 
hesitation in this case, whether or not 
you would call a new board?” he was 
asked. 

“I thought no substantial injustice 
had been done after a thorough exam- 
ination of the record,” was the reply, 
“that is, the injustice was not sufficient 
to justify me in setting it aside.” 

The Secretary said in reply to a ques- 
tion that there was no thought on the 
part of the Navy Department looking 
toward abolition of the selection system. 
“When it was first started they were 
opposed to it but there is no desire to 
change it now,” he stated. ‘They think 
they would rather trust a jury of their 
peers than us politicians.” He said that 
none of the objections he had heard 
were based on the ground that officers 
passed over were non-Naval Academy 
men.

Representatives of the House Naval 
Affairs Committee have been acquaint- 
ing themselves during the week with the 
condition and needs of the Naval air ser- 
vice. Rear Adm. Ernest J. King, Chief 
of the Bureau of Aeronautics; appeared 
Monday to present an exhaustive state- 
ment and to answer many questions that 
were asked him. This hearing was 
interrupted by the Admiral’s trip to New 
York but he came before the Committee 
again Friday. He prefaced his testi- 
mony with pleasant emphasis on the 
“appreciation of the Bureau of Aeronau- 
tics and the Navy Department with the 
sympathy and understanding of this Com- 
mittee toward Naval aviation, which has 
been a great factor in the success that 
we have attained with Naval aviation.” 


Rear Admiral King told the Committee 
that “our Naval aviation in point of 
training, morale and equipment is equal 
to, or superior to, any similar force in 
the world.” He described the equipment 
of capital ships and cruisers with cata- 
pults and other plane handling devices. 
He had much also to say about the 
carriers, beginning with the Langley in 
1922, which he said would have to be put 
out of commission as a carrier under the 
terms of the treaty Navy, if, as re- 
quested, the C. D. No. 7, yet unnamed, is 
constructed in compliance with pending 
requests. 

He told the Committee that the “cry- 
ing need of the Fleet proper” is “the 
provision of an adequate number of sea 
plane tenders of suitable size and 
capacity,” as the Navy has at present 
only one large tender, the Wright at the 
San Diego base, commissioned in 1921. 
Rear Admiral King also declared that 
“recommendations of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics still stand for a dirigible to 
replace the Akron and for another to re- 
place the Los Angeles, if for no other 
reason than for training purposes.” He 
likened the seaplane tenders, such as the 
Wright of 12,000 tons burden and a 
maximum speed of 15 knots, to sea trucks, 
furnishing gasoline, oil and bombs. The 
Wright could take care of 18 planes and 
had based as many as 24 planes. Such 
tenders with a large number of patrol 
planes would “constitute an extremely 
mobile force.” 


He continued that “wherever there is 
sheltered water, there is a landing field 
without any preparation” for such a 
force. Many such sheltered places were 
available to the Navy in the Pacific and 
in the Caribbean. To divert a carrier, 
like the Langley of 1922, the Saratoga 
of 1927, the Lexington of 1928, he said, 
to the tending of seaplanes “is to weaken 
your whole set-up, your fighting capacity 
with the Fleet.” He described the scout- 
ing planes as flying boats, of twin engine 
type, with a range of about 3,000 miles, 
while the single engined planes on the 
carriers were smaller, although swifter, 
and have a range of 1,000 miles. 

Rear Admiral King told about 988 
planes now in the Navy, of which 137 are 
obsolete and added that he had recently 
signed a requisition for 134 more. He 
entered into an explanation of purchas- 
ing methods in much detail, including the 
ee of specifications for the bid- 
ding.

the Bureau, is that certain of the Bud- 
get officials are of the opinion that the 
increase asked, from 5,499 to 7,012, is 
too large. 

Conclusions of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, reached after months of study are 
that the number asked will not be 
enough for a treaty Navy, that sufficient 
numbers cannot be secured from the 
Naval Academy to maintain officers for 
surface ships and the aviation provided 
by the Vinson Act. It is contemplated 
to use reserves to provide the officers 
needed for the new aircraft. If Bureau 
of the Budget officials disagree with the 
Navy findings, it is considered likely that 
the President will uphold the Navy De- 
partment in the matter.

Coast Guard News 


The area commanders on Wednesday 
concluded their annual conference with 
Headquarters officials, after meeting 
daily for more than a week. 

Beside the usual problems of opera. 
tions, personnel, and budget, the cop. 
ference this year spent much time work. 
ing out flood relief plans. With the heavy 
shows this Winter, rising waters can be 
loked for in the Spring, and special] 
measures were planned to meet emer. 
gencies. 

Area commanders who attended the 
conference were: Capt. Eugene Blake, 
western area; Capt. H. H. Wolfe, north. 
ern area; Capt, J. F. Hottel, eastern 
area; and Capt. W. J. Wheeler, south. 
ern area. 

The need for additional Coast Guard 
personnel was stressed by Admiral Ham- 
let in a statement before the House ap. 
propriations committee during the hear- 
ings on the Treasury supply bill. The 
measure, carrying funds for support of 
the Service next year, is now before the 
House. 

“The need for an efficient marine and 
coastal police force, of unquestioned in- 
tegrity in these days, certainly as great 
now as it ever was, and, all the ramif- 
cation of law enforcement considered, it 
is even greater,’”’ Admiral Hamlet said, 
“The administrative officers in the field 
are urging that additional forces be furn- 
ished them to carry on the work of the 
Service. The present forces are inade 
quate to do the work of the Coast Guard 
efficiently. The loss of revenue is ap 
preciable. The in-shore patrol craft have 
almost been eliminated by successive re 
ductions in funds for the operation of the 
Coast Guard; boats of 75 feet in length 
and less having been reduced from 877 
in 1932 to 97 for 1936. The policing of 
the coasts, the seas, and the navigable 
waters, over a coast line of approximate 
ly 10,000 miles, requires a force some 
what greater than the Coast Guard has 
today, The estimates for 1936 are ap 
proximately one-third of the budget for 
policing one of our large cities. 

“The reduction of the Coast Guard 
forces to date has necessitated the dis 
charge and disrating of able men of long 
and faithful service to their country, 
trained to the sea, and a valuable asset 
to the Nation, both in peace and in war. 
It may well be questioned whether the 
Nation is keeping faith with men # 
discharged and disrated. In many cases 
men so discharged have been taken up 
on the rolls of relief organizations at 
equal or greater expense to the 
Government. It takes a long time to 
train an efficient force; it takes but @ 
short time to wreck it. 

“The Coast Guard is not now fully 
accomplishing its mission, due to lack 
of adequate equipment. Certainly, any 
further reduction of its forces 
noticeably felt in loss of revenue, further 
laxity in law and order along the coasts 
and in the harbors of the United States, 
and increased loss of life and property 
in marine disasters.”

there be “no attempt to require the in- 
dusion of military features in the design 
or equipment of transport airplanes.” 

The text of the recommendations re- 
ferring specifically to the naval and mili- 
tary services follows: 

The modification in air force organiza- 
tion now being put in effect should be 
gontinued until their merits or otherwise 
shall have been proven by experience. 
The employment of air force as an in- 
dependent striking unit should continue 
under constant study, both in the Army 
and in the Navy, and should be devel- 

to its limit by tactical maneuvers 
and through the procurement of material 
best suited to such independent opera- 
tions. 

The personnel and equipment of the 
air forces should be further developed, 
and where necessary expanded, in ac- 
cordance with fixed programs of regular 
growth based upon the current plans of 
the Army and Navy. The effectiveness 
of the forces should be kept at the 
highest pitch by constant attention to 
superior quality of equipment and of 
personnel, and by the conduct of train- 
ing exercises under widely diversified 
dimatic and geographical conditions 
offering the greatest possible variety of 
operating problems. 

Intense study and prompt remedy 
should be given to the inter-relationship 
of the national defense Services. 


The budgetary practices of the Army 
and Navy in respect of aeronautical 
matters should be standardized for easy 
comparison. In both Services the funds 
for equipment to be used on aircraft 
should be directly allocated to the au- 
thorities in charge of aeronautical de- 
velopment, and subsequently transferred 
to other branches or offices if necessary. 


A number of officer pilots of the regu- 
lar Army and Navy should be assigned 
annually to the other Service, and given 
duty with other active air units. 


The experimental and developmental 
work of the Army and Navy should be 
carried on on an increased scale. The 
funds provided for such work should be 
materially increased, as the necessary 
consequence of the increasing complexity 
of aircraft and engine construction. 
Special allocations should be made by 
both Services for a particularly vigorous 
developmental campaign on high-powered 
and highly supercharged engines, and on 
power-plants of diesel type.

The maximum term of active service 
with regular forces on the part of Re- 
serve pilots graduated from the Army 
and Navy training schools should be in- 
creased, at least to three years and 
perhaps further. A cash payment should 
be given upon termination of this duty 
to ease the shock of transference to 
civilian life. 


Cadets accepted for training in either 
the Army or Navy flying schools should 
be required to take a definite obligation 
to perform a definite period of active 
duty after graduation, except as their 
resignations may be accepted in the dis- 
cretion of the War or Navy Departments. 


The aviation Reserves both of the 
Army and Navy should be materially 
strengthened, and should receive a 
higher priority than they at present 
enjoy in the allotment of funds. Con- 
sideration should be given to the estab- 
lishment of Assistant Secretaries of 
War and of the Navy for Reserve or 
personnel matters. Their duties would 
include the encouragement and mainte- 
nance of a more effective Reserve force 
in both Services particularly with regard 
to the fields requiring a specialized com- 
bination of technical ability and military 
training. 

The Army and Navy should organize 
special classifications in the Reserve for 
essential personnel of air line organiza- 
tions and every effort should be made to 
secure the enrollment of such personnel 
in one or the other of the Reserve forces, 


The War and Navy Departments 
should give serious study to measures 
of securing a general enrollment in some 
category of the Reserve of private pilots 
and commercial pilots other than those 
employed in air transport, to the main- 
tenance of an appropriate check on the 
individual qualifications of civil pilots, 
and to the establishment of special train- 
ing courses to supply highly trained civil 
pilots with such specifically military 
training as might be necessary to make 
them immediately effective members of 
a reserve. 


There should be created a new type of 
government insurance for Reserve offi- 
cers, covering the aviation hazard ex- 
clusively, available in amounts substan- 
tially beyond the present $10,000 limita- 
tion, and with premiums arbitrarily 
maintained on a very moderate scale. 
The personnel of the aviation Reserves 
should receive the same protection in 
case of injury or death in line of duty 
as would be given to Regular officers 
under the same circumstances. 


The provision for officer personnel of 
special engineering ability and industrial 
experience in the aviation field should 
be reconsidered both by the Army and 
by the Navy. An adequate number of 
such officers should be developed and 
given assurance by legislation of attrac- 
tive careers in the Service. In the case of 
the Navy at least, we recommend the 
commission of such officers in a staff 
corps to insure continuous employment 
on duties connected with their specialty. 

PROCUREMENT 

The paramount importance of quality 
in military aircraft should be recognized, 
and procurement policies should be fixed 
with primary reference to the securing 
at all times of the best material. Price 
should not be the primary consideration. 


The general purpose in the relations of 
the government to the industry engaged 
in manufacturing Service aircraft should 
be to maintain units sufficiently stable 
and sufliciently well organized so that 
they would be available for expansion 
in the event of war. The strength and 
efficiency both in design and in produc- 
tion of the individual manufacturing 
units, rather than the number of inde- 
pendent units existing, should be re- 
garded as the test of the nation’s indus- 
trial preparedness. 

Procurement policies should be 
planned to encourage the development 
of integrated manufacturing units car- 








rying on their own research, develop- 
ment, design, and production work. 


The practices of the government de- 
partments procuring aircraft should, as 
far as practicable, be the same. The 
Federal Director of Procurement should 
promulgate the necessary directions to 
this end. 


Every effort should be made to organ- 
ize procurement policy so that the sup- 
ply of each general type of aircraft for 
replacement and for modernization 
should proceed at a substantially reg- 
ular rate, and so that there may be a 
substantially regular flow of productive 
work in the plants of the aircraft in- 
dustry. 

The War and Navy Departments 
should so organize their technical forces 
as to obviate the simultaneous function- 
ing of any personnel in the roles of 
competitor and of judge. 


The development of new types of air- 
craft should continue to be provided for 
either by design competition or by ex- 
perimental contracts for a specific article, 
but the rules now governing formal de- 
sign competitions should be modified to 
allow administrative flexibility, and in 
particular to provide for the holding of 
competitions in which design develop- 
ment is allied with experimental con- 
struction of the article designed. 


The Army and Navy should adopt a 
policy in holding design competitions by 
which details of the military character- 
istics of the aircraft and equipment de- 
sired to be created shall be disclosed only 
to fully responsible competitors, of 
American nationality, and qualified for 
the work contemplated in the opinion of 
the Secretary of War or of the Navy. 


The announcements of design competi- 
tions should include the statement of 
the fixed price at which, subject to 
bonuses and penalties for performance, 
machines from the best designs will be 
purchased from the originators of the 
types. 

Where the interests of the govern- 
ment clearly require that the construc- 
tion of equipment from a particular de- 
sign be thrown open to general competi- 
tion or that orders for such construction 
be allocated to others than the origina- 
tor of the design, royalties should be 
paid to the originator in reimbursement 
for the right to use his drawings, cal- 
culations, and production information. 


The attempt to introduce a standard 
eatch-all patent-license clause into all 
developmental contracts for aircraft and 
aeronautical material should be aban- 
doned. Reproduction rights on patentable 
inventions should accrue to the govern- 
ment, in connection with a develop- 
mental contract for purchase of an arti- 
cle embodying the inventions, only in 
case the contractor is engaged to con- 
duct a specific experimental development 
under governmental direction. 


Existing provisions of law should be 
amended as necessary to allow direct 
suit (but not injunctive procedure) 
against a manufacturer alleged to be 
infringing a patent in connection with 
work done by him for the Federal gov- 
ernment. 

explicit authority should be granted 
to the Secretary of War and to the 
Secretary of the Navy to negotiate con- 
tracts for quantity purchases of aircraft 
and other aeronautical material, subject 
to the requirement of a full report to 
Congress in each case where the au- 
thority is used. 

In order that there may be no incen- 
tive for an uneconomic expansion of 
plants that could not be kept regularly 
running at anywhere near their capacity, 
it should be procurement policy to avoid 
any concentration in any one plant of 
an abnormally large proportion of the 
total military and naval work then out- 
standing. 

When purchases are to be made as 
the result of a process of competitive 
bidding, the Secretary of War or Sec- 
retary of the Navy should be authorized 
either to award a contract for the whole 
quantity sought to the bidder who can 
best perform the work, or to divide the 
work among two or more bidders if that 
be in the best interest of the government. 





Where definite profit limitation is to 
be employed, as in the present Naval 
Construction act, it should not be applied 
to the individual contract, but, in the 
interest of equity, of simplicity of ac- 
counting, and of stimulation of technical 
development, should be extended over all 
the work done for the government Ser- 
vice over a considerable length of time. 

Industrial mobilization plans in the 
field of aeronautics should be pressed 
by the joint effort of the Army and 
Navy. 

COAST GUARD 

The Coast Guard should give to its 
aviation personnel essentially the same 
opportunity to specialize on aviation duty 
over long periods as does the Navy. 

A limited number of aviation special- 
ists should be allowed to enter the Coast 
Guard directly upon completion of their 
terms of active duty as reservists with 
Naval aviation. 

The Coast Guard should procure its 
aircraft through the Navy Department, 
which should assume the responsibility 
of necessary experimental and develop- 
mental work to produce equipment es- 
pecially suited to Coast Guard needs. 
Both experimental work and quantity 
procurement for the special purposes of 
the Coast Guard should be covered by 
Coast Guard funds to be transferred to 
the Navy Department for the purpose. 

It should be the policy of the United 
States to undertake further construction 
and operation of rigid airships in naval 
and commercial service, 

The Navy should determine by actual 
experience the scouting value of airships 
and the need for their further construc- 
tion for naval purposes. 

The prompt construction for the Navy 
of a training airship to replace the “Los 
Angeles”, as recommended by the Navy 
General Board, should be undertaken. 

The helium tank cars now owned by 
the Army and Navy should be trans- 
ferred to the Bureau of Mines.

WH CANNOT TOO STRONGLY IMPRESS UPON the Army the necessity of 
united support of the promotion bill which the War Department, by direction of 
the President, has transmitted for congressional consideration. That support seems 
assured in view of the telegrams pouring into the War Department and from the 
character of the numerous comments which have reached us. It should not be 
forgotten that Mr. Roosevelt’s emphatic approval was extended only after he 
had made a thorough study of the policy underlying the measure and the details 
drafted to carry it into effect. Congress is aware of the keen interest the Presi- 
dent is manifesting not only in promotion reform as such but in the manner 
in which the War Departmet has planned to achieve it. Therefore, it is inclined 
to carry out his wishes. Thus has been created both an atmosphere of good 
will and a legislative situation which make for favorable action. Disturbance by 
hostile criticism or undercover efforts would tend to irritate both the President 
and the Congress, and the result would be loss of an opportunity for general 
benefit, which may not come again for years. Major General Croft in his annual 
report dwells upon the imperative need of promotion reform for the Infantry, 
and other Arms and branches are likewise as earnest in their demand that it be 
provided. The War Department bill not only hurts no officer but advantages all, 
and while undoubtedly many feel they could write a better bill the fact is the 
department measure stands the best, if not, indeed, the only chance of passage. 
Of course, there is no objection to friendly suggestion for its improvement, but 
even the advance of any such might be twisted by exaggeration and thereby 
serve as a stumbling block in the way of enactment. We cannot too strongly 
repeat that if the Service as a whole wants promotion reform, it will get it 
by backing the War Department bill. If it does not want reform, active criticism 
or even suggestions for improvement can endanger it. The situation of the legis- 
lation demands wholehearted support by every officer. We believe they will give 
it as does General MacArthur. 


THD CONGRESSIONAL-PRESIDENTIAL COMPROMISE, whereby restora- 
tion of full base pay will occur on April 1, is satisfactory as far as it goes. But, 
and it is a big but, the longevity injustice persists, although the President recom- 
mended that it be remedied. We understand one of the appropriation bills will 
carry the necessary correction, so that pay will be fully restored for ail classes 
on July 1. The losses which officers and men have suffered and will suffer until 
the new fiscal year begins stand out the more prominently in view of statements 
made in the debate in the House on the base pay restoration. Both Congressmen 
Buchanan and Blanton, chairman and member of the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee, called attention to the large increases in salaries of government employes 
which have occurred since last June. In some cases the annual compensation 
was doubled and tripled, and jumps occurred from $2500 to $5000, from $5000 to 
$7500 and even up to $10,000. Not only did the Services receive no increase but 
they continued to bear the hardship of reduction based upon schedules adopted in 
1908 and immaterially modified 14 years later. Certainly if the civilian employes 
obtained advances, which more than nullified the effect of the pay cut, the Army, 
the Navy and the Marine Corps are entitled to like consideration. One of the 
particularly objectionable economies still in force is found in the denial of the 
reenlistment bonus. In the interest of morale, aside from that of a square deal, 
Congress should make a revision of the pay schedules and do so during the present 
session of Congress. ‘ 


AMERICAN ADHESION TO THE WORLD COURT is dead, as a result of 
the opposition of 36 members of the Senate under the leadership of Senator John- 
son, of California. The strength of the opposition could not have been mustered 
had it not been for the patriotic and vigorous exposure of the perils in which 
the country would have become involved made by William Randolph Hearst and 
the powerful newspapers he controls, supplemented by the appeals of the Radio 
Priest. Two hundred thousand telegrams are said to have poured in upon Senators 
during the few days preceding the vote. Having an effect also in buttressing and 
strengthening the opposition was a telegraphic reply which General Pershing sent 
to an inquiry from Senator Johnson. Although the General had signed four years 
ago a petition for ratification of the World Court agreement, he wired the Senator 
that in view of later events and further consideration he did not now favor 
adherence. Circulated among Senators, the message made them “furiously to 
think.” for they knew that the General was thoroughly familiar with European 
conditions and therefore a judge of the pitfalls which Court adherence would open 
for American feet. To Mr. Hearst, to Senator Johnson and to General Pershing 
the country is indebted for continued observance of the Washington maxim: “No

If it is true that squadrons now gen- 
erally commanded by captains and first 
lieutenants should carry the temporary 
rank of major for their commanding 
officers, it is no less true that Air Corps 
officers serving with the General Staff 
or upon important duty with the Mate- 
riel Division at Wright Field or in the 
office of the Chief of Air Corps or in 
other administrative details are in many 
cases performing duty that not only jus- 
tifles but fairly demands materially 
higher rank than the permanent one to 
which the present incumbents have 
attained. 

“The mechanism of making these tem- 
porary promotions should of course be 
suitably safeguarded, and the temporary 
rank should be given either upon the 
specific direction of the Secretary of 
War or upon that of a board of high- 
ranking officers periodically convened to 
deal with the matter as selection boards 
are convened in the Navy Department. 
Whichever mechanism may be adopted, 
however, there should be no further de- 
lay in applying the principle that was 
recommended by the Morrow Board in 
1925 and again by the Baker Board in 
1934, and that should now be put into 
effect upon a large scale and under a 
broadened legislative authority to meet 
a situation so extreme that it partakes 
of the aspect of an emergency. 

“A particular case of need for the use 
of temporary promotion develops in con- 
nection with the appointment of a com- 
manding general for the new General 
Headquarters Air Force. Though the 
present law permits promotion by one 
or two grades on account of fleld com- 
mand, legal authorities have apparently 
questioned the propriety of extending 
that authority to the creation of general 
officers beyond those individually au- 
thorized by law. It should be perfectly 
clear that the commanding officer of the 
General Headquarters Air Force should 
be chosen from among all the colonels 
and lieutenant colonels upon the Air 
Corps list, that there should be freedom 
to select the one of that group best qual- 
ified to exercise the supreme field com- 
mand of the Air Corps, and that the 
pointment should carry with it tem- 
porary rank as a Major General. To 
clear up the legal status, and to make 
a temporary elevation by as much as 
three grades possible where a lieutenant 
colonel has been chosen for the com- 
mand, specific legislation is needed.” 





Munitions Investigations 

Investigation of munitions by the 
Senate Special Committee and the some- 
what kindred measure of taking profits 
out of war before the House Military 
Affairs Committee have sustained the at- 
tention of both those groups of legisla- 
tors for another week. 

Chairman McSwain, of the House 
group, after hearing several more wit- 
nesses, named a subcommittee consisting 
of himself and Representatives Lister 
Hill, of Alabama; James M. Fitzpatrick, 
of New York, Democrats; and Charles A. 
Plumley, of Vermont, Republican, to take 
up the bill for further and more detailed 
scrutiny. 

The subcommittee now has had the 
benefit of much important testimony, not 
only as to prevalent sentiment regarding 
the McSwain bill, but as to official and 
business opinions on questions involved 
in its enactment into law. Those testify- 
ing have quite generally approved the 
underlying principle of the bill but many 
have also stated the need of caution, 
because of embarassing problems in trade 
and diplomatic circles. 

The Secretary of War, Mr. Dern, ex- 
pressed appreciation to the Committee 
for its invitation to appear and be heard. 
He declared his “hearty sympathy with 
the efforts that are being made to pre- 
vent profiteering in war.” He declared 
it unfair to the soldiers in the front 
line trenches and also to citizens at home 


who, by their thrift, work and sympathy | 





are supporting the group actually engaged | 


in combat, to permit anyone to make 
excessive profit out of the exigencies of 
war. 

Secretary Dern added that the fixing 
of price levels is a major element, but 
not the only element, in taking undue 
profits out of war. There must be 


“reasonable and effective procedure in 
letting contracts” and also excess profits 
tax laws. Experience showed, the 
Secretary thought, that “in the event of 
war the major portion of our war sup- 
plies must be developed by private 
industry. It would be suicidal to depend 
upon Government-owned plants alone.” 
The air around the Senate Office 
Building has been vibrant for several 
days because of further testimony on 
bids for construction of battleships and 
cruisers before the Nye Munitions Com- 
mittee. The witnesses have been chiefly 
examined on transactions in which “The 
New York Ship” is said to have had 
part. The Gulf Industries of Pensacola, 
a concern that sought unsuccessfully for 
Navy construction awards, has been 
represented by Laurence R. Wilder, 
chairman of its board. with accusations 
that bids were “rigged,” so that three 
big builders, including the Bethlehem 
Works at Fore River, Mass., and the 
Newport News Company got a share 
agreed upon and Pensacola got none. 
Wilder charged that there was a con- 
ference at Hyde Park in 1933, after 
which political pressure was applied and 
awards were made exactly as bid. He 
asserted that Rear Adm. 8. M. Robinson 
and Rear Adm. Emory 8. Land were 
callers at Hyde Park about that time. 


CCC Chaplains 

After considerable study of the prob- 
lem by church bodies, cooperating with 
the Director of Emergency Conservation 
Work, there has been worked out a plan 
for the Civilian Conservation Corps to 
assure that an adequate number of 
clergymen be supplied to care for the 
spiritual welfare of the enrollees. 

Many complaints had been made that 
an insufficient number of chaplains, Re- 
serve and Regular Army, had been as- 
signed to CCC duty. While the policy was 
at first that there should be a chaplain 
for each ten camps, in many cases one 
chaplain had to administer 20 to 25 scat- 
tered companies. Clergymen of churches 
near to the camps freely volunteered 
their services, and have been of great 
help in the matter. 

After studying the matter, the Office 
of Emergency Conservation Work 
adopted the rule that there shall be 
enough Chaplains to assign to éach one 
an average of eight camps, with the pro- 
vision that where camps are far apart, 
fewer camps are assigned each chaplain. 
This meant the employment of additional 
clergymen, and the problem arose as to 
whether Reserve officers should be called 
to active duty or should civilian clergy- 
men be secured at a small rate per 
month plus mileage. A conference was 
held between Director of Emergency 
Conservation Work Robert Fechner and 
representatives of the National Catholic 
Welfare Council, the Jewish Welfare 
Council and the General Committee on 
Army and Navy Chaplains, the latter 
acting for a group of Protestant denomi- 
nations. 

The Catholic and Jewish organizations 
asked that they be allowed to assign 
priests and rabbis to the camps, to be 
paid $30 a month, there not being Re- 
serve chaplains of these faiths available 
for assignment. The General Committee 
on Army and Navy Chaplains made a 
study of the matter and came to the 
conclusion that to select several hundred 
out of the several thousand Protestant 
pastors of many different denominations 
who have been giving freely of their ser- 
vices would not tend to encourage the 
interest of the volunteers. It had been 
planned to embody 250 Protestant clergy- 
men at the $30 rate. The General Com- 
mittee asked these funds be used in- 
stead to appoint additional Reserve 
chaplains. These arrangements with the 
various church groups were agreed to 
by the Director of Emergency Conserva- 
tion work.

National Defense Week 


The Commanding Generals of all Corps 
Areas and Commanders of Exempted 
Stations have been advised by thc War 
Department as follows: 

“National Defense Week will again be 
sponsored by the Reserve Officers Asso- 
ciation of the United States during the 
period February 12 to February 22, 1985, 
and it should be given the cordial sup- 
port of the Regular Army. Accordingly, 
it is desired that, during this period, 
posts and stations under your command 
be encouraged to cooperate in any appro- 
priate manner with the local Chapters 
of the Reserve Officers Association, so 
far as facilities and requiremeuts of the 
service will permit.” 


Comptroller Withhold Funds 


Comptroller General McCarl ruled this 
week that Maj. Gen. Benjamin D. 
Foulois, Chief of Air Corps, must pay 
$50.80 out of his own pocket for rail- 
road fare expended when he was ordered 
to return to Washington from Wright 
Field by rail instead of plane last Fall. 

The Comptroller denied payment of a 
voucher drawn in favor of General 
Foulois for mileage for a trip made in 
November, denying the authority of the 
War Department to order him to pro- 
ceed by rail at Government expense af- 
ter earlier orders had authorized him to 
travel by air at no expense to the Gov- 
ernment. The first order, issued Novy, 9, 
1934, authorized him to proceed by air 
from Washington to Dayton, Ohio, on 
detached service for a conference with 
Wright Field officials. The order declared 
that no expense to the Government 
should be incurred thereby. Later, a dis- 
patch was sent to the Air Corps chief, 
directing him to proceed by air or rail 
to Washington and ordering the travel 
to be charged to War Department funds. 
The Comptroller held this later order to 
have no effect. 
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Chief of Infantry Report 

Relief from the present “deplorable 
stagnation of promotion” must be af- 
forded “if the future welfare of the 
Army is to be assured”, Maj. Gen. Ed- 
ward Oroft, Chief of Infantry, declares 
in his annual report to the Secretary of 
War made public this week. 

General Croft also asserted that the 
present enlisted strength of the Infan- 
try is entirely inadequate and should 
be doubled at the earliest practicable 
date. 

Excerpts from the report follow: 

“The absence of so many officers and 
selected non-commissioned officers, in 
eonnection with the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps, made the problem of train- 
ing and administration a difficult one. 
Despite this abnormal condition, the In- 
fantry regimental commanders, assisted 
by the few remaining officers, met the 
situation admirably. 

“The partial restoration of pay and 
improved housing conditions have done 
much during the past year to raise the 
morale and contentment of Infantry per- 
sonnel, 

“Among commissioned officers, 
throughout the lower grades, a real 
cause for unrest is found in the deplor- 
able stagnation of promotion. The prob- 
lem is becoming increasingly more ser- 
ious. An early solution must be found 
if the future welfare of the Army is to 
be assured. 

“The general suspension of ammuni- 
tion allowances, in the interests of econo- 
my, has had a deleterious effect on the 
training in marksmanship, combat prac- 
tice and musketry. Happily this condition 
ean, in large measure, be overcome 
through the recent partial restoration of 
ammunition allowances. 

“The present authorized enlisted 
strength of the Infantry is entirely in- 
adequate for the efficient performance of 





the manifold peace-time missions and 
wholly inadequate to permit the Infantry 
to meet the first phases of a general 
mobilization. This shortage in enlisted 
personnel seriously hampers the proper 
training of junior officers. It is because 
of this lack of soldiers that companies 
can scarcely muster a platoon for train- 
ing; battalion and brigade headquarters 
companies have mostly been made inac- 
tive and that all howitzer companies, ex- 
cept the one at the Infantry School, are 
at present non-existent. 

“To enable the Infantry to meet its 
peace-time and mobilization missions, its 
enlisted strength should be doubled at 
the earliest practicable date, Without 
such increase, the Infantry can only con- 
tinue the performance of its duties in a 
makeshift manner and without the pos- 
sibility of reaching the high standard re- 
quired of it in an army as small as that 
maintained by this country. 

“This report would not be complete 
without a word about the Infantry 
School. There is every reason why the 
Army as a whole, as well as the Infan- 
try, should be proud of this splendid 
military educational institution. Men 
with vision, and fresh from their 
valuable World War experiences, estab- 
lished it. For years far-seeing men have 
nurtured it. Funds for its upbuilding 
have been generously supplied through 
the influence of those who firmly believe 
that the Infantry must ever remain the 
basic arm. And now after fifteen years 
of ceaseless effort on the part of many, 
the undersigned can truthfully announce 
that there exists nowhere on this earth 
a modern infantry training center such 
as is possessed by the Army of the 
United States.” 
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Chief of Cavalry’s Report 
Rates of March of the Cavalry have 
been materially increased, Maj. Gen. 
Leon B. Kromer, Chief of Cavalry, told 
the Secretary of War in his annual re- 
port made public this week. 


Extracts from the report follow: 

“As a result of extensive experimen- 
tation in marching, carried on by the 
mounted troops of the Cavalry, the Gen- 
eral Staff and the Commandants of the 
General and Special Service Schools 
have been advised that Cavalry rates of 
march have been materially increased 
and that all reference data should be 
accordingly amended. 

“In the mechanized regiment road 
marching and control of the column in 
march have progressed to a satisfactory 
state of proficiency. It is worthy of 
note that this regiment marched from 
Ft. Knox to Ft. Riley, a distance of ap- 
proximately 700 miles in 6 days, and 
upon arrival at Ft. Riley made addi- 
tional marches aggregating approximate- 
ly 900 miles without a traffic accident. 
Included in these road marches during 
the maneuvers were several night 
marches of considerable distances made 
without lights. 

“Important and extended maneuvers, 
involving the employment of the Cavalry 
School Brigade (Provisional), the ist 
Cavalry (Mechanized), a Battalion of 
Field Artillery, a Battery of motorized 
Field Artillery, Air Corps detachment, 
Engineer detachment, Chemical War- 
fare Detachment, new armament and 
motorized trains, were carried on at Ft. 
Riley, Kan., and in the adjacent terri- 
tory during the month of May, 1984. 
Much valuable data was collected at 
these maneuvers and will be given in- 
tensive study and thought during the 
coming year with a view towards the 
development and improvement of the 
Cavalry and an increase in the value of

“After the World War,” the Diregto 
of Naval Communications declares ip g 
bulletin issued to the service, “the Ser. 
vice encouraged actual traffic of any 
and all sorts to train operators. Simpl. 
taneously radio material improved anf 
the number of circuits available my. 
tiplied. 

“It is convenient to conduct the ro. 
tine business of the Navy by radio, It 
saves time and money and develops op 
erators and material. 

“Dependence on radio must not be per. 
mitted to supersede indoctrination to 
stultify adequate and timely planning or 
to impair initiative. Care must be exer. 
cised in time of peace not to divulge 
details of material, operation, procedure, 
phraseology and mental processes, 
knowledge of which outside the Service 
will jeopardize our cryptographic sys 
tems and the success of our undertak 
ings. Nor must dependence on radio 
lead to neglect of other methods, ‘sud 
as optical signaling, air mail, ete. 

“Communication Officers have a vey 
direct responsibility in dissemination of 
knowledge of the proper use of the vat 
ous communication systems.”

budget message would have provided 
this safeguard and assured the return 
of longevity pay with full credit for all 
time served. 

The President’s provision, it is said 
at the House appropriation committee, 
will be placed on some future appropria- 
tion bill. It is understood that there is 
no material disagreement in the House 
Committee over the clause, it merely be- 
ing a matter of deciding on which bill 
to put it. 





As originally proposed the McCarran 
amendment would have restored full 
base pay as of January 1, however, on 
motion of Senator Byrnes it was 
amended to make the restoration April 
1. The amendment as now on the bill 
reads as follows: 

“Sec. 2. (a) Section 3 (b) of title II of the 
act entitled ‘An act to maintain the credit 
of the United States Government,’ approved 
March 20, 1933, as amended, is amended by 
striking out ‘shall not exceed 5 per cent 
during the fiseal year ending June 30, 1935,’ 
and inserting in lieu thereof ‘shall not, dur- 
ing the portion of the fiscal year 1935 prior 
to April 1, 1935, exceed 5 per cent, and after 
March 31, 1935, there shall be no such re- 
duction.’ 

“(b) Subsection (b) (c) of section 21 of 
the Independent Offices Appropriation Act, 
1935, are amended by striking out ‘the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1935,’ wherever such 
phase appears and inserting in lieu thereof 
‘that portion of the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1985, prior to April 1, 19385; except that 
this amendatory provision shall not apply 
to section 107 (a) (1), (2), (3), and 
(4) of part II of the Legislative Appropria- 
tion Act, fiscal year 1933 (relating to cer- 
tain special salary reductions). 

“(c) Nothing in this resolution shall be 
construed as permitting any reduction in 
rates of compensation in effect at the time 
of the passage of this resolution.” 

The General Appropriation Commit- 
tees of Senate and House both have 
given consideration to granting officers 
of the services longevity credit for the 
three year term of the Economy act, but 
no final decision has been reached. While 
Maj. Gen. Frederick W. Coleman, Chief 
of Army Finance, urged enactment of a 
provision before the Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee, when the amendment 
to restore full pay on January 1 was 
under discussion, no favorable action 
was taken. 

However, it seems to be the opinion 
that the House Appropriations Commit- 
tee will take care of this matter on one 
of the appropriation bills that come be- 
fore it. Chairman Buchanan of House 
Appropriations has such action in view. 
The longevity credit clause, as recom- 
mended by the President in the Budget 
report is legislative in nature and there- 
in is the difficulty of getting it through 
on an appropriation bill. But the 
longevity credit involves appropriation of 
extra moneys, which may facilitate some 
solution of the problem by one of the 
Appropriation Committees. 

Meanwhile the full restoration of base 
pay for all Government employees, in- 
cluding the enlisted and commissioned 
personnel of all the uniform services on 
April 1 is assured, as soon as President 
Roosevelt signs the special appropriation 
bill on which the full pay provision was 
carried.

and satisfactory flow of promotion in 
order to provide for every officer a rea- 
sonable advancement without necessitat- 
ing heavy additional expense. The ac- 
companying bill accomplishes this pur- 
pose. ‘This bill, if enacted, will accele- 
rate the promotion of every officer, be- 
low the grade of colonel. No increase 
in general officers is provided. Many 
“fficers will reach the next higher grade 
eight years earlier than they would 
under existing law and thereby will be 
placed in positions of responsibility more 
appropriate to their age and ability. 
No efficient officer will be deprived of 
his commission. No officer will be ad- 
vanced over his senior except in the ap- 
pointment of colonels to the grade of 
general officer as now provided by law. 

“The bill hereto attached was sub- 
mitted to the President, who personally 
studied the details thereof. He also 
considered all other plans that were 
suggested. After consultation with the 
War Department he wrote the following 
memorandum on Jan. 17, 1935, to the 
Secretary of War: 

“*Your plan for a revision of the 
Army promotion system appears desir- 
able from every viewpoint, and I wish 
you woud take the necessary steps to 
present it to the Congress for enact- 
ment.’ 

“‘It has my approval.’ 

“T therefore request that the attached

7. 90% of Trainees Will Be of Company 
Grades. At least 90% of the total number of 
Reserve officers ordered to active duty in the 
Corps Areas and Departments will be of 
company, battery or troop grades. 

8. Mobilization Priority. Priority in active 
duty training will be given to those Reserve 
officers of the arms whose assignments are 
in the initial mobilization. 

9. Recent ROTC Graduates. In the selec- 
tion of Reserve officers for 14-day training 
all possible opportunity should be afforded 
recent graduates of the ROTC and those 
who will be commissioned this year. These 
officers will generally have a high priority 
under the provisions of Par. 8 above. They 
are also avaliable as instructors at ROTC 
and CMT Camps where they obtain valuable 
experience in command, leadership and ad- 
ministration. 

10. Unit Commanders and Instructors. A 
primary objective of training is the organi- 
zation and functioning of regiments, small 
units, and installations so as to produce 
homogeneous teams, commanded, led, and 
administered by their respective unit com- 
manders and staffs. The selection of per- 
sonnel to attend training should be based 
upon the recommendations of Reserve unit 
commanders and instructors. 

Priority in selection of the authorized ten 
per cent of field officers will be given to the 
senior officer in each organization scheduled 
to be trained as a unit, who has been pur- 
suing satisfactorily the inactive duty train- 
ing prescribed. Next priority among field 
officers will be given to those whose services 
as instructors are particularly desired. 
Field officers ordered to active duty will be 
employed to the fullest extent in the super- 
vision and conduct of training. 

11. Training in Successive Years. Subject 
to the above considerations, a minimum 
number of officers should be ordered to 14- 
day training in more than two successive 
years. 

12. Occupation Similar to War Assign- 
ment. Reserve officers, including Federal 
employees, who are performing in the 
course of their everyday occupations a class 
of work similar to the duty they may be 
called upon to perform under their war as- 
signments will be given a low priority for 
active duty training. 

13. Training With the Regular Army. In 
order to improve the command and prac- 
tical combat training of units of the Organ- 
ized Reserves, they would whenever possible, 
be given opportunity actually to command 
Regular Army units for drills, tactical ex- 
ercises, and such administrative training as 
may be deemed appropriate. 

Reserve officers who are unable to secure 
training with their own units or by being 
attached to units of the Regular Army, Na- 
tional Guard or Organized Reserves other 
than their own, may be ordered to active 
duty in special assemblies to be instructed 
by Regular Army and Reserve personnel 
when the number of such officers warrants 
the use of this method of training. 

14. Training With the National Guard. 
Reserve officers in such numbers as are ac- 
ceptable to National Guard authorities may 
receive 14-day training as individuals at- 
tached to units of the National Guard. As- 
sociated training of units of the Organized 
Reserves with National Guard organizations 
may be arranged by Corps Area Command- 
ers with the concurrence of National Guard 
authorities. With the approval of Corps 
Area Commanders and National Guard unit 
commanders, Reserve officers may train on 
an inactive status with the National Guard, 
receiving credit for the actual hours, not 
to exceed 7 per day, for attendance at drills 
and exercises. Such hours will be certified 
by National Guard unit commanders. 

15. Training of Units With the CMTC. 
Within the limits imposed by fiscal and 
other practical considerations, training in 
each CMT Camp will be conducted by a 
unit or units of the Organized Reserves un- 
der Plan 1, Plan 2 or Plan 3 described be- 
low. For each camp the Corps Area Com- 
mander will select that plan which pro- 
duces the maximum amount of training for 
Reserve units, and which is feasible in the 
particular circumstances obtaining. 

Under all plans, the actual work of com- 
mand, training and administration will be 
earried on by the Reserve organizations 
present; the responsible Regular Army offi- 
cers restricting their own activities to the 
necessary supervision. 

Pian 1. Use one unit of the Organized Re- 
serves per camp for a period of about eleven 
days after two or three days’ intensive 
training, with the training of the CMTC 
conducted by Regular Army and individual 
Reserve officers for the remaining period. 

Plan 2. Use two units of the Organized 
Reserves per camp for periods of about 
eleven days each after two or three days’ 
intensive training, with the training of the 
CMTC conducted by Regular Army and in- 





dividual Reserye officers for the remaining 
period. 

Plan 8. Use three units of the Organised 
Reserves per camp for periods of about 
eleven days each after two or three days’ 
intensive training. 

Notice of designation for CMTC duty will 
be given units of the Organized Reserves 
and individual officers as early as possible 
in the training year so that their inactive 
one training may be pointed toward CMTC 

uty. 

16. Arm and Service Assignment Group. 
Training of officers of the Army and Ser- 
vice Assignment Group will be decentralized 
as far as practicable by the Chiefs of Arms 
apd Services, and conducted by Corps Area 
and Department Commanders. Corps Area 
and Department Commanders will not order 
any Reserve officers of this group to active 
duty for any purpose except for duty with 
the Civilian Conservation Corps until the 
Reserve officers are made expressly avai!- 
able for that particular duty by the War 
Department. 

17. General Assignment Group. The Gen- 
eral Assignment Group is under the direct 
control of the War Department. Training 
for individual members of this group will 
be determined by the War Department and 
will be arranged directly in each case with 
the appropriate Corps Area Commander.

OBITUARIES 


Admiral Robert BE. Coontz, USN-Ret., 
one time Commander-in-Chief of the 
United States Fleet and Chief of Naval 
Operations, died at the Naval Hospital, 
Puget Sound, Wash., Jan. 26. Admiral 
Yoontz retired from the Navy in 1928, 
after a distinguished career covering 


-nearly half a century. 


Born in Hannibal, Mo., June 11, 1864, 
Admiral Coontz was appointed to the 
Naval Academy from Missouri in 1881. 
During the Spanish-American War he 
served on the USS Charleston. In 1912 
he was appointed Governor of Guam, 
and then commanded the USS Georgia, 
winning the fleet gunnery trophy. From 
1915 to 1918 he was commandant of 
the 18th Naval District and also Com- 
mandant of the Navy Yard, Puget 
Sound, Washington. For this duty he 
was awarded the Distinguished Service 
Medal with the Citation: 

“For exceptionally meritorious service 
in a duty of great responsibility as Com- 
mandant of the 13th Naval District and 
commandant of the Bremerton Navy 
Yard; and also for a time while acting 
as assistant to the Chief of Naval Ope- 
rations.” 

In 1919 Admiral Coontz commanded 
Division 6, Pacific Fleet and from that 
position was appointed Chief of Naval 
Operations. Secretary Daniels in an- 
nouncing his appointment said: “Ad- 
miral Coontz is a man of ability, a man 
of resources and jnodgment, and every- 
thing he has done in the Navy has been 
done splendidly.” 

After four years as the ranking officer 
of the Navy, Chief of Naval Operations, 
Admiral Coontz was appointed Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the United States 
Fleet and it was under his command 
that the Fleet made the cruise to Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand in 1925. He 
served as Commandant of the Fifth 
Naval District and of the Naval Operat- 
ing Base, Hampton Roads until 1928. 

Since his retirement, Admiral Coontz 
has written several books and has been 
active in veteran and patriotic societies. 
He was called to active duty in 1930 
to assist a Senate committee investigat- 
ing Alaskan railroads. 

Interment was at Hannibal, Mo., yes- 
terday. 

Funeral services for Commander Hollo- 
way Halstead Frost, USN, were held in 
Arlington National Cemetery at 1 o’clock 
Tuesday, Jan. 29. Commander Frost, 
aged 45, died Saturday, Jan. 26, in the 
Research Hospital in Kansas City, Mo., 
from meningitis. 

Commander Frost was best known as a 
naval member of the American delega- 
tion to the three power naval conference 
at Geneva in 1927. Recently he had 
served as fleet operations officer on the 
staff of the Commander-in-Chief of the 
United States Fleet. 


A native of Brooklyn, N. Y., Com- 





mander Frost entered the Naval Acad- 
emy in 1906. In 1921, he commanded 
the USS Breck. Later he was assigned 
as assistant chief of staff of the com- 
mander of naval forces operating in 
European waters. In 1923, he com- 
manded the John Ford and in 1927 the 
Toucey. He served in 1929 as a student 
and later as an instructor at the Army 
War College. At the time of his death 
he was a student at the Command and 
General Staff School at Ft. Leavenworth, 
Kans. In addition he was assigned to 
the staff of the Commandant of the Gen- 
eral Staff School.

The development and maintenance of 
a sufficient American Merchant Marine 
is more important to the United States 
today than ever before, according to a 
radio address by Mr. A. E. MacKinnon, 
director, Bureau of Shipping Informa- 
tion. 

“What I want to emphasize,” Mr. 
MacKinnon said, “is that the growing 
tendency toward identical competition 
in world markets makes ships more im- 
portant than ever before. When Ger- 
many had a monopoly on dyestuffs and 
we could sell all the cotton we could 
grow, the problem was simple. Today, 
with India and Brazil and Egypt chal- 
lenging our cotton, and with the manu- 
facture of dyes flourishing in several 
nations, a very natural basis for the 
exchange of business has been destroyed. 
This is but one example. The list could 
be multiplied indefinitely. The further 
we progress from a natural interchange 
of commodities—that is, an interchange 
where one nation is able to supply what 
another nation lacks—the more neces- 
sary it becomes that we have ships sub- 
ject to our own control. Ships aid in 
the development of markets, and they 
are our only guarantee of fast, adequate 
and economical transportation between 
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our shores and the shores of other lands. 

“Lately there has entered into the 
world scene another factor to which 
shipping is of some importance. I refer 
in this instance to the tariff pacts now 
being negotiated by various nations. 
Our own State Department is working 
on several of these pacts, one of which 
—the Cuban agreement—is now in suc- 
cessful operation. Shipping comes into 
the picture in two different ways—first 
as an instrument for making the pact 
effective, secondly as a revenue pro- 
ducer of sufficient magnitude to justify 
their inclusion in the agreement. 

“Foreign governments, in the formula- 
tion of trade agreements, almost invari- 
ably make some provision for a sharing 
of transportation revenues. These are 
an important, even though invisible, item 
in every such agreement. The current 
Anglo-Russian treaty, for example, pro- 
vides that shipping revenues shall be 
segregated and used in striking a bal- 
ance. There is no reason why some- 
thing of the sort cannot be done in what- 
ever trade agreements are completed by 
the United States.”
